That is the battle cry of the mod- 
ern dreadnought battleship. The fly- 
ing machine is today the greatest ter- 
ror of the men who go down to the 
sea in $15,000,000,000 floating forts. 

The fact is th : the navies of the 
world are feverishly trying, on the 
one hand, to .nd a way to avoid the 
bird machine: and on the other hand 
building as msny war aeroplanes as 
they can. 

In considering the effect of an aer- 
vplene ip battle, too many ,eople are 
apt to pit a single plane against a 
battleship. How easy to put one or) 
tw: or half a dozen flyers out of, 
business. 

But navy men have not fallen into! 
this error. They know it would be 
just as foolish for a naval command- 
er to send one aeroplane against a 
battleship as it would for 2 military 
commander to send one machine gun 
against a brigade of troops. They 
know that ther problem figures out 
about as follows: 

A battleship costs from $10,000,000! 
to $15.000,000, it carrer 4 crew of | 
1,009 met. 

An aeroplane costs from $7,000 to 
$10,000, carries a crew of not more 
than two men. 

Therefore. to be sure of success | 
against a battleship, the proper tac- 
ties would be >» send a fleet of from 
25 te 100 aeroplanes, or eveu 200, 
into the fight. 

Suppose there were 100 in our fleet 
and fifty of them would be destroyed 
and their crews drowned. It isn't) 
a'together probable that tuis would 
happen, but suppose it did. In men) 
we would lose 100 lives, in money | 
less -han a m'llion. 

But, at thet, th_re Isn’. w chance: 
in the world that the battleship would 
escape. So the count against the air- 
ship loss would be the destruction of 
a $15,000,000 battleship, the loss of | 
1,000 lives. | 

It would take at least a year o| 
build another battleship while the loss 
of the 50 aeroplanes Would be replaced 
in a month oy two. 

The aeroplane would be the hardest 
sort of a mark to hit fron. the deck | 
of a rolling ship. But how about! 
hitting 100 aeroplanes? 

The protection afforded the ship by | 
its deck armor wouldn't be very great | 
in a rain of high explosives such as a| 
fleet of aeroplanes could drop on it. It 
was proven by the work o. air scouts 
in Turkey that the piercing of a wing 
two or three times by a bullet does 
not put an aeroplane out of action. 

In Tripoli, Italian airmen were able | 
to drop bombs in Turkish camps and 
do tremendous execution and then get 
away. So far in warfare there have. 
been two men killed and several se- | 
verely wounded while flying. 

In a trial in Paris, mo ex-American 
army officer ¢emonstrated a device 
which shoots as accurately from an 
aeroplane as the big guns of a warship 
shoot—70 per cent of hits. 

Now suppose we send our fleet _?! 
100 air craft againct a battleship and 
each ship drops two bombs with 70 
per cent of hits. That is 140 bombs 
landing. Ore would be 
enough to wreck the ship. 

So we can readily believe that these 
little craft that carry but two men 
and cost so little will ‘come the ter-| 
ror of sea fighting. | 

First, -ecause of the deadly nature | 
of the bombs carried by the airmen 

Second, because there are so many 
air craft against each individual ship. 

Third, because no ship h« yet been 
built or ever will be buil. that can! 
get away fror an a»roplanc fleet that 
is once started after it. |

NTS MOVING TO GANADA

$500,000,000 ALREADY INVESTED 


Governor Foss Says American Fac- 
tories Will Continue to Crosse the 
Line Until Tariffs are Changed 


On July 14th Mr. Eugene N. Foss, 
Governor of Massachusetts and one 
of the most influential business men 
and statesman in the United States 
made the following appeal to Con- 
gress: 

“All over the United States the ten- 
dency among the principal manufac- 
turing inte-ests 1s toward the estab- 

Piaer’ plants in Canada, This 

t a iiss been going on for many 

f 7 {t is estimated that from 

# to=:7e hundred million dollars 
é.Ameriéan capital 1s now invested 
in these Canadians plants. American 
manufacturers have completely filled 
the American market, and their pro- 
duction is now greatly in excess of the 
domestic demand. Under these con- 
ditions the expansion of their domes- 
tic plants is impossible, and it is be- 
coming necessary for them to curtail 
production. If they had a reasonable 
outlet for their surplus products, un- 
der reciprocal trade agreements with 
other countries, these industries could 
remain at home and grow; but, under 
the conditions that exist, they must 
remove in part to those countries 
whose markets they desire to reach. 


Stop Movement to Canada 

“This movement of American manu- 
factures to Canada could be stopped 
and they could remain in this country 
if it were not for the absurd conditions 
created by ou: tariff legislation. We 
should have with Canada and other 
countries such trade agreements as 
would enable us to manufacture our 
goods in the United States, giving em- 
ployment to American workingmen 
and utilizing only American capital. 
But such agreements would imply a 
recognition of the principle of recl- 
procity. Reciprocity would meet the 
wide-spread demand throughout this 
country for a lower tariff—and would 
meet that demand on sane and reason- 
able lines, stimulating our industries 
and our trade. Canada, in particular, 
is one of our most valuable customef- 
nations in theory and should be so in 
fact. During the past ten years the 
rate of increase in popmiation in Can- 
ada has proceeded far faster than in 
this country and her relative industrial 
power is growing faster than our own. 
If we cannot get this market through 
proper adjustment of our tariff policy 
then we must go to Canada and es- 
tablish ourselves there.” 


A Second Statement 

On July i6th Governor Foss follow- 
ed up his first appeal with another, 
in part as follows: 

“The movement of American Manu- 
factures and American. money into 
Canada has been going on 80 quietly 
that it bas not attracted much public 
attention, The General Electric Com- 
pany has a very extensive plant in 
Canada; also the Westinghouse Elec 
tric Company, the Oliver Chilled Plow 
Company, the Internationa] Harvester 
Company, the American Locomotive 
Company, the American Blower Com- 
pany, the Buffalo Forge Company, the 
Plymouth Cordage Works, and in fact 
nearly all the leading concerns of 
every industry have been compelled 
to establish branches in Canada. To 
complete the list would be impossible, 
for in many instances the establish- 
ment of these factories is not an- 
nounced and not made a matter of 
official record. I find, however, thet 
up to January 1, 1913, approximately 
175 American companies had establish- 
ed themselves. The recorded amounts 


EDMONTON'S MILK 


|Dalirying and Mixed Farméng in the 
Immediate Neighborhood of City 
Under a headline running wholly 
across the top of a page the Edmon- 
ton Bulletin announces that the city 
is assured of an adequate milk supply 
for a time, Since the shortage of a 
year ago about 500 milch cows have 
been imported from Eastern Canada, 
and the dairies are now distributing 
about 45,000 pounds of milk a day. 
In the summer the farmers and dairy- 
‘men receive $2 per 100 pounds and 
‘In the winter $2.40 per 100 pounds for 
\their output. The farmers around 
‘Calgary are said to average twenty 
cents less.

of capital invested in these enter. 
prises and in the purchase of land, 
distributing hcuses, packing plants, 
and also in the purchase of holdings 
of stock in Canadian corporations, 
reached a total of $279,000,000. This, 
of course, does not even approximate- 
ly express the total of American money 
which has sone into Canada, So far 
as my own business—the B, F. Sturte- 
vant Company—is concerned, our 
folks have for years been urging me 
to move it to Canada, saying that we 
were losing businss; but I said ‘No, 
that isn’t the way.’ 
Canadian Progress 

“Our principal competitor, the Ameri- 
can Blower Company, of which Secre- 
tary Redfield has been until recently 
Vice-President, built a great plant 18 
Windsor, Ont., two years ago. Mr. 
Redfield toured the world in the in- 
terests of his company, and on that 
tour acquired the information which 
has given him reputation as a tariff 
expert. In many instances the plants 
which our manufacturers are estab- 
lishing in Canada are directly owned 
and financed by the parent concerns 
in this country, and in some instances, 
even the phyroll is met by the weekly 
shipments of funds from the American 
parent concern to its branch in Can- 
ada. I belleve it is a conservative es- 
timate to say that, up to date, at least 
five hundred millions of American 
money has been poured into Canada 
in the building up of American pfe- 
perties across the border. I believe 
that the movement of American capi- 
tal toward Canada will greatly in- 
crease from year to year under the 
present fiscal systems of both coun- 
tries. Undoubtedly the development 
of Canada in the next twenty-five 
years will be relatively greater than 
in the United States. This fact ing 
pels enterprising concerns to fortify 
themselves by locating within Cana- 
dian borders.” 

The B. I, Sturtevant Company of 
which Mr. Foss is treasurer and which 
as he says, is establishing a plant at 
Galt, Ontario, has for long manufac- 
tured engines and heating plants in 
a large way at Hyde Park, near Bos 
ton, Massachusetts, 

The Sturtevant enterprise is wel- 
come {n Canada because it brings with 
it American capital for the employ- 
ment of Canadian workmen, the up- 
building of a Canadlan town and the 
broadening of the Canadian farmers’ 
home market. A similar transfer of 
United States capital and industries 
to Canadian soil has been strikingly 
evident in hundreds of Hastern Can- 
adian and Western Canadian towns. 
Look at the thriving industrial cen- 
tres which dot Ontario and Quebec 
and have lately sprung up in the 
Hastern Maritime Provinces, and upon 
the Western prairies! 

The Governor of Massachusetts de- 
clares that American manufacturers 
need Canada as an outlet for their 
products and that Washington should 
prevail upon Ottawa to lower the 
Canadian tariff so that United States 
firms could send more of their goods 
into this country without going to 
the expense of establishing Canadian 
plants and employing Canadian arti 
sans. This is a perfectly legitimate 
desire for Mr. Foss to entertain, but 
Canadian workmen will be slow to 
accede to it. As Mr. Foss says the 
Dominion has been progressing more 
rapidly than the Republic for ten 
years past. Much of this progress has 
come from the annexation of American 
industries, and we shall scarcely alter 
a fiscal policy that has brought such 
splendid results. 


of butter a year from its new plant. 
In the Edmonton district as in other 
parts of Canada the dairy and poultry 
industries are assuming extensive pro- 
portions, and there ts a great deal of 
room still for them to grow before 
they catch up with the expanding re- 
quirements of a rapidly increasing 
population, Millions of dollars stifl 
ge abroad to foreign countries for 
dairy, poultry, and live stock products 
that should find {ts way into the 
pockets of Canadian farmers, As the 
West fills up with industrial centres 
the Canadian agriculturist will find 
an ever-growing demand for the 
products of intensive mixed farming. 


Meat Packing Industry 

The municipality of Calgary will 
probably purchase sixty acres of land, 
adjoining the city limits, and exploit 
a comprelens{ve scheme looking to 
the development of the meat packing 
industry. The clty has taken an op- 
tion on the land at $360,000. The idea 
originated with President Negillus of 
the United Farmers of Alberta, and 
has been taken up with enthusiasm by 
the city counci! and the officials of 
the three railrozds running into Cal-

The new United States tariff, 
which shows a big reduction from 
the former tariff on all grains, and 
the offer of no duty it’ Canada will 
remove her tariff, is being widely 
discussed, and the Government is 
being strongly urged to remove the 
tariff. It would not appear that 
Canada has much to fear from the 
United States in the way of import- 
ing grain products, and therefore 
the sooner there is tree interchange 


between the two countries the 
better.

‘* The price ot wheat, of the class 
of our western wheat, is higher in 
the United States than in Canada.

‘* Freight rates on wheat are 
lower in the United States than in 
Canada, 

‘With free entry into the United 
States—and we can get it by with- 
drawing our duty on wheat— our 
farmeis will get higher prices and 
lower freight, 

** As long as we keep on the duty 
the Canadian Pacific railway is mas- 
ter ot the situation and it is master 
of the freights. It is the chief fact- 
or in the merger of our lake and 
river transportation from Port 
Arthur to the seaboard, and it is the 
chief factor of the North Atlantic 
ocean combine. 


**Cut gut the duty and the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway has got ta give 
such freight reductions as wil] let 
Canadian buyers give American 
prices tor wheat to Canadian farm- 
ers, and at the same time secure for 
Canadians, American freight rates. 

“The Canadian Pacific octopus 
has got to surrender, and to sur- 
render quickly.

AT WASHINGTON 


How it Compares With the Old Tariff 
and the Reciprocity 
Schedules 


The new United States tariff which 
is being put through its flual stages 
in the Senate at Washington makes 
greater reductions on Canadian farm 
products than were expected. Not 
only this! In many respects the 
schedules will be more favorable to 
the Canadian farmer than was the 
reciprocity agreement of 1911. A long 
list of farm and other products which 
would have continued to pay duties 
under Reciprocity will now go into 
the States free, if the present bill is 
enacted. Many other articles and 
commodities will pay much lower 
duties than would have been charged 
upon them had the Washington agree- 
ment gone into force. 

Cattle, swine, sheep and lambs, rye, 
potatoes, fresh milk, fresh cream, 
eggs, corn, grass seed, and buckwheat 
were all to enter the American mar- 
ket free under the Reciprocity ar- 
Tangement and they are to have the 
same treatment under the latest draft 
of the Wilson-Underwood Tariff. 

Our wheat will be freelisted by 
the States if we abolfsh our duty on 
American wheat. If we do not, the 
usual United States duty of 25 cents 
@ bushel will be changed to a ten 
per cent. ad valorem duty which 
would be equivalent to 10 cents 
@ bushel on dollar wheat. Re- 
membering the large quantity of 
wheat which the United States is 
growing for export, and recalling the 
fact that during nearly all the past 
crop year Winnipeg prices have ruled 
from two to fifteen cents a bushel 
above the Minneapolis market, it may 
be questioned if many Western far- 
mers would be benefitted by free trade 
in wheat yet awhile. Had the Can- 
adian duty been off during the past 
few weeks, Eastern Canadian mills 
would have filled their bins with cheap 
and early harvested American wheat 
before the Western Canadian grain 
grower whose crop ripens later could 
have got his grain to market. 

Fresh meat, lard, bacon, hams, pre- 
served meats, tallow, bran, cornmeal, 
buckwheat flour, wool, wool waste, flax 
straw and condensed milk were all to 
pay varying duties under Reciprocity, 
and now they are to go on the free 
list. Flour is to be free if Canada 
will make it free; otherwise it will 
pay 45 cents per bbl. Under Reciprocity 
the duty was to be 60 cents per bbl. 
The new tariff makes niarked reduc- 


tions below existing duties, upon the | 


following among other farm products: 
oats, barley, horses, poultry (dead and 
alive), cheese, hay, straw, beans, peas 
(dried) turnips, onions, cabbages, 
honey, dried apples, peaches, wild ber- 
ries, fresh apples, pears and peaches. 


GRAIN ON. THE HOOF 
PAYS THE COUNTRY 


A Striking Statement of the Toronto 
Globe Regarding Canada’s 
Foreign Trade 


The Toronto Globe says that one 
of the most suggestive features of 
Canada's foreign trade returns for 
the past year is to be found in the 
large exports of grain. The Globe 
continues: 

“The advice to sell grain on the 
hoof is being disregarded, and the-re- 
sults must tend ultimately to lessen 
and exhaust productive capacity. Ex- 
ports of breadstuffs imcreased from 
$91,065,330 in the previous year to 
$127,635,875 in the year under review. 
Wheat exports increased from $63,- 
748,557 to $93,425,100, which shows-that 
the West is fulfillmg predictions, and 
wheat flour increased from $16,367,353 
to $20,164,753, which shows that our 
power development is promoting sec- 
ondary industries. It is evident that 
immed@’ate returns are sought more 
eagerly than perpetual fertility, and 
that the loss through the exhausting 
of farms is not being considered 
sufficiently. It is suggestive, in this 
connection, that exports of bacon and 
hams decreased from $7,322,032 to 
$5,632,957, and of butter from $2,074,- 
771 to $239,290. Cheese exports total- 
ed $20,851,367, which is but a slight 
decrease from the previous year’s 
record. These importamt items show 
the need of diverting effort toward 
stock-raising and lines of production 
which restore fertility.”
